INTRODUCTION 


Sorting Some Of The Wrights Of Southern Virginia is a multipart project. Each 
part will discuss a separate Wright family, beginning with the oldest known ancestor of 


that line. This work Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County), His Wife Ma 
Wright, And His Descendants is Part V of the project. 


The material is organized in four sections. The first is the text, the second the 
descendants charts, the third the sources, and the fourth appendices. 


The text provides full transcriptions of all documents and sources found for the 
individuals discussed, as well as explanations of the significance of documents and the 
evidentiary logic for conclusions that are not obvious on their face. Six generations of 
descendants are discussed. Every researcher has faced the frustration of an asserted 
identification without a source reference or explanation of the conclusion or a source 
reference which when consulted turns out to say something different than what was 
claimed. By providing full transcriptions of sources, | hope to allow the reader to reach 
their own conclusions regarding the identifications given and avoid the need to search 
out the source, even though this adds considerably to the length of the text. When 
secondary sources are relied on, the person providing the information is listed. 


The descendants charts are organized with the oldest ancestor in the first 
column and each descendant from that ancestor in the remaining columns, to the 
extent known. The basic data of date and place of birth, marriage, residence, and 
death are given for each individual. The sources for that information are also given for 
each individual, using code numbers to the source list. | have limited the descendants 
chart to eight generations to reduce the public disclosure of information about living 
persons. | will be happy to share the information on later generations with interested 
researchers. 


The source list provides first a chronological listing of sources as they were 
found and second a listing by geographic area and type of source, such as birth records 
or death records. The chronological listing evolved from my early years in research and 
mistaken efforts at coding the source. By the time | realized the inappropriateness of 
the coding format, there was too much information in a pre-computer era to correct the 
early references. The reader is left with the result and my apology. 


The appendices list all of the known Wright documents for a particular type of 
record for a county in chronological order and include an identification of the Wright 
named in the record. These appendices are being published separately by Heritage 
Books, Inc., and to date have included Wright birth, marriage, personal property tax, 
census, deed, land tax, death, cemetery, and probate records for Bedford and Franklin 
Counties, Virginia. Other counties will follow in the future. The appendices allow a 
cross referencing of the Known records to the person discussed to avoid having the 
same record cited for two different persons who happened to have the same name and 
provide a list of documents that have not been associated with any person and which 
might be inconsistent with asserted identifications. 


The numerous Wrights found in the same geographic areas necessitated an 
identification system to keep their identities separated. The system selected early on 
was to list a person by their year of death and county of residence at death, when 
known. For example, "1809 William Wright of Franklin County" indicates that this was 
the William Wright who died in 1809 in Franklin County. If no state is listed after the 
county, the state is Virginia; counties in states other than Virginia have a state listed 
after the county, as in "1876 William S. Wright of Highland County, Ohio." A 
parenthetical after the name indicates an identification of the person when a place of 
death is not yet known, as in "John Wright (Goochland County Carpenter)." A county in 
parentheses after the name indicates the county with which that person was most 
identified when no evidence of the place of death has yet been found, as in "Robert 
Wright, Sr., (Campbell County)." 


No work of this size is done without help. My friend Diane Smith has typed and 
revised over 75,000 pages of documents, text, and descendants charts, often from 
barely readable copies and nearly indecipherable handwriting. Together we have gone 
through almost every iteration of word processing program and media, including IBM, 
Wang, and Word Perfect, magnetic cards, 672” floppies, 37” floppies, and DOS. The 
evolution of technologies that are incompatible or no longer accessible supports my 
faith in the printed word. 


Numerous other researchers have shared their records and research, often 
providing the breakthrough which permitted the identification of a person. | have 
attempted to recognize their contributions by identifying those contributions in the text 
and source list. 


And my wife has patiently accepted the piling up of boxes of documents, 
notebooks filled with documents, text, descendants charts, and appendices and a work 
table piled with work to be done. 


Thank you to all for your help and patience and | hope the reader finds that this 
work justifies the effort. 


This is a work in process and | would be most interested in receiving additional 
information about any of the persons identified in these records in order to correct any 
errors or expand on the information given.

As will be set forth below, 1823 George Wright of Campbell County was a son of 


Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) and was born before July 28, 1769. If Robert 
Wright, Sr., was at least 16 years of age when George Wright was born, then his date 
of birth would be probably before 1753. 

On January 15, 1780, at Buckingham County, Virginia, S.B. 1/24 a survey for 
196 acres of land was filed that had been prepared on December 1, 1772, for Robert 
_ Wright and transferred to Peter Day: 


"This is a Plott of 196 Acres of Land in Buckingham County on the branches of 
Wreck Island [Creek] & Joining the lines of Thomas Doss & Alexander [Smith] 
Surveyed for Robert Wright the 1st Decr. 1772 


Jany: y 15th 1780 David Walker 
for 
Transfered to Peter Day. Henry Bell, S[urv.] 


As will be set forth below, Robert Wright, Sr., patented land in Bedford County on 
Wreck Island Creek and which land was later transferred to Campbell County and, 
therefore, this Buckingham County land on Wreck Island Creek was also probably that 
of Robert Wright, Sr. A copy of that survey is shown on the next page. 
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On September 1, 1780, by Patent Deed D/139 Robert Wright patented 160 
acres of land in Bedford County: 


"Thomas Jefferson Esquire Governor of the Commonwealth of Virginia, to all to 
whom these presents shall come Greeting: Know ye that in consideration of the 
Ancient composition of twenty Shillings in Sterling paid by Robert Wright into the 
Treasury of this Commonwealth there is granted by the Said Commonwealth 
unto the Said Robert Wright as Assignee of William Clarkson a certain tract or 
parcel of Land containing One hundred and Sixty Acres by Survey bearing date 
the twenty fifth day of November One thousand Seven hundred and fifty Eight 
lying and being in the County of Bedford on the East branches of Stonewall 
creek and bounded as followeth to wit Beginning at Joseph Bellew's corner pine: 
thence off North Sixty five degrees East Eighty eight poles to a pine: South thirty 
degrees East, One hundred and ninety four poles to a Shrub white oak: South 
twenty degrees west, forty four poles to ared Oak South forty five degrees west, 
One hundred and Seventy poles to a black Jack: North forty five degrees west __ 
poles to a black Oak: West. twenty eight poles to pointers on Ballew's Line; and 
thence along his lines North fortyfive degrees __ east One hundred and Seventy 
two poles to his corner Shrub white oak: North thirty six degrees west, One 
hundred and Seventy four poles to the first Station with its Appurtenances; to 
have and to hold the said tract or parcel of Land, with its Appurtenances, to the 
said Robert Wright and his heirs forever. In witness whereof, the Said Thomas 
Jefferson Governor of the Commonwealth of Virginia, hath hereunto Set his 
hand and Caused the Seal of the said Commonwealth to be affixed at Richmond 
on the first day of September in the year of Our Lord One thousand seven 
hundred and Eighty and of the Commonwealth the fifth 


Thomas Jefferson" 


On November 22, 1780, at Bedford County, Virginia, S.B. 1/250 Robert Wright 
obtained a survey for 34 acres of land: 
"November, 22, 1780 


Surveyed for Robert Wright 34 Acres of Land Situate in Bedford County on West 
Branches of Little Wreck Island Creek: Bounded as followeth, viz, Beginning at 
William Burnit's Corner Small Red Oak on Rogers's Line at A: thence along his

B to C, off, S 78 W. 76 poles to a Spanish Oak on his own Line: thence along 
his Lines. 

C to D. N 43 E. 70 poles to his Corner Red Oak 
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D to E. N 18 E. 8 poles to Burnit's Corner Red Oak 
E to A. along Burnit's Line S 57 E. 34 poles to the first Station 


By Richard Stith Sur"

The legal descriptions of the two parcels of land make clear that they were 
adjacent to each other and on the east side of Stonewall Creek. The locations of 
Stonewall Creek and Little Wreck Island Creek in what is now Appomattox County are 
shown on the following page and the land of Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) 


would most likely have been located where the two creeks are near to each other. 
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On November 1, 1781, Campbell County was formed from Bedford County and 
records relating to Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) and his land were thereafter 
found in that county.

In May 1785 at Campbell County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 2/2 Robert 
Wright and Charles Hall delivered William Watkins to be jailed for debt: 


"James Ratlett Pift ) 
against ) In Debt 
Thomas Watkins & William Watkins Defts ) 


Robert Wright and Charles Hall Common Bail for the Deft William Watkins 
brought him into Court and Delivered him up and on the Motion of the Plft by his 
Attorney It is Ordered that he be committed to the Goal of this County there to 
remain untill he shall find Special Bail in this Suit and it is further Ordered that 
unless the said Deft shall appear here at the next Court and Answer the Pifts. 
Action Judgment Shall then be given for the Pift Against him for the Debt in the 
Declaration mentioned & Costs"

The listing of no white tithables between the ages of 16 and 21 in the Robert Wright 
household in 1787 and the listing of two white tithables between those ages in 1788 
indicates that two of Robert Wright's sons had reached age 16 by May 21, 1788. That 
record indicates that the sons were born after May 21, 1767, before May 21, 1772. If 
his sons were born before May 21, 1/772, and if Robert Wright was at least 16 years of 
age when the first was born, then Robert Wright's date of birth was probably before 
1755.

In August 1799 at Campbell County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 6/269 
Robert Wright served on a jury: 


"Guinea vs Hubbard A Jury Sworn to try the Issue Joined (to wit) Wm Mason 
Abner Dudley, John Brooke, James Hunter, Wm Carson, Wm Patrick, James 
Moseley, John Mason, George Rober Jesse Mason James Maloney & Robert 
Wright Ret a Verdict for the Pif for 21 Dollars Damages & Jd. Accdgly." 


This was probably Robert Wright, Sr., but may have been his son Robert Wright, Jr. 

On October 26, 1799, at Campbell County, Virginia, D.B. 5/553 Robert Wright, 
Sr., and Mary Wright, his wife, of Campbell County sold 80 acres of land to John 
Wright: 


"This Indenture made and confirmed this Twenty sixth day of October in the year 
of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety nine between Robert Wright 
of Campbell County and state of Virginia of the one part and John Wright of the

This was probably the marriage of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County), based on the 
following circumstantial evidence. As set forth below, the 1810 Census listed Robert 
Wright with a wife over 45 years of age, reflecting Robert Wright, Sr.'s marriage. In 


addition, the Personal Property Tax Lists for Campbell County listed Robert Wright, Sr., 
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in 1809, 1811, 1812, 1813, 1814, 1815, and 1816. Although other Robert Wrights were 
listed in this period, only Robert Wright, Sr., and 1818 Robert Wright, the son of 1805 
Thomas Wright, were listed consistently. And finally, as set forth below, in 1815 at 
Amherst County Deed M/667 Robert Wright and Keziah (Gillenwaters) Wright of 
Campbell County sold land inherited from her brother, indicating their residence in 
Campbell County at that time. Together, this evidence indicates that this was the 
marriage of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County).

On June 17, 1815, at Amherst County, Virginia, D.B. M/667 Robert Wright and 
Keziah (Gillinwaters) Wright of Campbell County sold 120 acres of land inherited from 
her brother Tomas Gillinwaters: 


"This Indenture made this seventeenth day of June in the year Eighteen hundred 
and fifteen & in the year of the commonwealth the thirty ninth between Robert 
Wright & Keziah his wife late Keziah Gilinwaters and James Gillinwaters of the

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The 1817 Personal Property Tax List for Campbell County, Virginia, listed only 
one Robert Wright, who was 1818 Robert Wright of Campbell County. 

In her letter dated July 17, 1998, Kathleen J. Means enclosed an article by 
Clyde F. Wright in Buck Eye Prairie and Three Rivers County Folk dated about 1956 
which stated that: 


",... Robert Wright, a Quaker, is recorded as being "transferred to the Fairfax 
town meeting" in 1796. He patented land in Campbell county, on branches of 
little Wreck Island creek in 1800. John and James Wright were supervising road 
work in that county between 1789 and 1800. They were brothers of Robert. A 
sister, Ann, is also recorded. John (a son of Robert) was named in the will of 
Robert, Sr. John married Mary Hunter, Dec. 28, 1789, in Bedford county, (now 
Campbell), and John and Mary had: John P. Wright, George A. Wright, Daniel P. 
Wright, Elijah Allen Wright, and Sally L. Wright... .. : 
The Robert Wright of the Quaker record was not Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County), 
but 1829 Robert Wright of Knox County, Ohio, who married Rachel Paxton. The John 
Wright residing in Campbell County from 1789 to 1800 was 1811 John Wright of 
Campbell County, a son of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County) and not a brother of 
Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County). The John Wright who married Mary Hunter was 
1810 John Wright of Bedford County, a son of 1767 Francis Wright of Amherst County, 
and not 1811 John Wright of Campbell County. The James Wright referred to in the 
article is not yet identified. The only James Wright known in this area before 1810 was 
1822 James T. Wright of Lynchburg, a son of James Wright and grandson of 1779 
John Wright of Prince Edward County. It is unclear how Mr. Wright identified James 
Wright as a brother of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County). Similarly, it is unclear 
where Ann Wright was recorded. The only record of an Ann Wright yet found is that of 
the marriage of Anne Doss to Robert Wright, the son of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell 
County). Finally, no record of a will for Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County) has as yet 
been found. 
The parents of Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) have not as yet been 
identified. There are two possible Wright lines which may provide an answer. 
The first line is that of 1818 Anthony Wright of Loudoun County and his wife 
Elizabeth (Harris) Wright. One of their sons was 1827 Patterson Wright of Loudoun 
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County and, as will be set forth below, one of the grandsons of Robert Wright, Sr., 
(Campbell County) was 1873 John Patterson Wright of Campbell County. A second 
son of 1818 Anthony Wright of Loudoun County was 1829 Robert Wright of Knox 
County, Ohio, who resided in Campbell County in 1790, married Rachel Paxton on 
November 6, 1791, at Campbell County, continued to reside in Campbell County until 
1796, when he moved back to Loudoun County, and named one of his sons Charles 
Anthony Wright. As set forth above, Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) named one 
of his sons Charles Wright. A third son of 1818 Anthony Wright of Loudoun County 
was 1858 John Wright of Loudoun County and, as set forth above, Robert Wright, Sr., 
(Campbell County) named one of his sons John Wright. And finally, a Robert Wright 
who married Mary Braden resided in Loudoun County in 1778, 1779, and 1782, but has 
not been traced further. As set forth above, the first wife of Robert Wright, Sr., 


(Campbell County) was Mary ( ) Wright. The similarity of naming patterns in the 





two families, including Patterson, Robert, John, and Charles, and the common 
residence in Campbell County of Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) and 1829 
Robert Wright of Knox County, Ohio, suggests a connection between the two Wright 
families and that in turn suggests that Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) may have 
been the Robert Wright who married Mary Braden and resided in Loudoun County until 
1782. However, no documentation to confirm this circumstantial evidence of a 
connection has yet been found and further research will be required to do so. 

The second line is that of 1791 John Wright of Pittsylvania County. One of his 
sons was Thomas Wright, who was probably 1835 Thomas Wright of Green County, 
Kentucky, and who married Frankie Shelton and had as one of their sons 1854 Robert 
Shelton Wright of Washington County, Illinois. The Wright DNA Project at 
http://www.wright-dna.org/ lists as Kit 13581 the Y-DNA sequence for a descendant of 
1854 Robert Shelton Wright of Washington County, Illinois. Also listed are Kits 26984 
and 25082 for descendants of Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County). The sequences

The high degree of similarity between the three sequences indicates that they had a 
common ancestor. Family Tree DNA has computed the probability for a common 
ancestor between Kit 13581 and Kit 25082 as 91.84% within the last 400 years and 
77.56% within the last 300 years. However, the line from 1835 Thomas Wright of 
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Green County, Kentucky, needs to be more thoroughly documented and the ancestry of 
1791 John Wright of Pittsylvania County has not as yet been determined. The result is 
that further research will be required to find that common ancestor. 

And finally, there is nothing in this information that as yet precludes that common 
ancestor from also being connected to the first line discussed above, that of 1818 
Anthony Wright of Loudoun County. Both lines may end up connected to the family of 
Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County). 

From the evidence set forth above and additional evidence set forth below, the 
children of Robert Wright, Sr., (Campbell County) and Mary (____) Wright were the 
following: 

1) George Wright, born between 1765 and July 28, 1769, 

2) Robert Wright, Jr., born before June 24, 1769, 

3) John Wright, born before April 29, 1768, 

4) Leonard Wright, born before May 12, 1779, 

5) Elizabeth (Wright) Giles, born before April 23, 1779, 

6) Probably Susanna (Wright) Burnett, born before January 13, 1779, 

7) Charles Wright, born after July 28, 1769, and before July 28, 1774.

bonds, one for the sum of fifty dollars due and payable on the 25th day of 
December 1830, for the hire of a negro man Ross and his son William, and 
conditioned for taxing and clothing said slaves, another bond for the sum of forty- 
five dollars due and payable on the 25th December 1831, for the hire of the 
same slaves as are in the bond first mentioned with a like condition for paying 
taxes, clothing and returning the slaves. Which said sums of money the said 
Agnes Wright and A. F. Wright are willing and desirous to secure the payment of 
to the said G. A. Rose and also a compliance with the conditions of said bond to 
their tennir and effect. Now to that end, as well as for the further consideration of 
one dollar of lawful money of Virginia to her the said Agnes Wright and A. F. 
Wright in hand paid by the said D. R. Edley at and before the sealing and 
delivery of these presents (the receipt of which is hereby acknowledged) they the 
said Agnes Wright and A. F. Wright have granted, bargained and sold, and by 
these presents do grant bargain and sell unto the said D. R. Edley his heirs &c 
all that tract or parcel of land upon which she the said Agnes now lives, 
supposed to contain one hundred and six acres, and bounded by the lands of 
Spotswood D. Crenshaw on the east Wm C. McAlister on the north and west, 
and the estate of William Menbarn on the south. To have and to hold the said 
tract of land and appurtenances to him the said D. R. Edley his heirs &c forever. 
Upon this special trust and confidence nevertheless, that the said D. R. Edley his 
heirs &c shall permit the said Agnes Wright to remain in quiet and peacable 
possession of the said land and appurtenances, and take the profits thereof to 
her own use, untill the first day of March 1831, at which time, or at any time 
thereafter, if the first aforesaid shall not have been paid off and discharged, and 
any part of it shall be in arrear and unpaid, then, and in that case it shall be the 
duty of the said D. R. Edley, or his legal representative, to advertise the sale of 
the tract of land and premises aforesaid for twenty days in some newspaper 
printed in Lynchburg, giving notice of the time and place of sale, and shall 
accordingly sell the said tract of land and appurtenances at public auction for 
cash, to the highest bidder, and out of the proceeds of said sale (first discharging 
all needful and proper costs of sale, and of drafting and recording this trust deed) 
shall pay to the said G. A. Rose or his legal representatives the amount of 
principal and interest of the first bond aforesaid which shall remain due, and shall 
retain in his hands a sufficiency to discharge the second bond when it shall 
become due, allowing the legal discount, and shall restore the surplus money, if 
any, to the said Agnes Wright or her legal representatives.

The Doss Connection, Volume 2, number 1, stated that Agnes (Doss) Wright 
was a daughter of James Doss, Sr., and Ann (Thurman) Doss, was born in about 1786, 
married George Wright on March 8, 1802, at Campbell County, Virginia, that in about 
1817 at Lynchburg Superior Court of Law and Chancery, File 77, Agnes (Doss) Wright 
was named in a suit by Nathan Thurman to determine title to certain land formerly 
owned by Agnes's father James Doss, Sr., that she gave her depostion in about 1817 in 
Campbell County, Virginia, and that she died about 1822 at Campbell County, Virginia. 

From the evidence set forth above and additional evidence set forth below, the 
children of 1823 George Wright of Campbell County and Agness (Doss) Wright were 
the following:

therefore further Witnesseth that for and in consideration of the premises he the 
said Thomas Y. Bouldin executor of David Ross in virtue of powers to him 
granted by his testators will, confirmed and enlarged by a deed executed by the 
_ devisees of said David, hath given granted bargained and sold aliened enfoeffed 
and confirmed and by these presents doth give grant bargain and sell alien 
enfoeff and confirm unto her the said Agness Wright widow and devisee of 
George Wright decd. and the other parties of the second part one certain peice 
or parcel of land lying and being in the County of Campbell on the waters of 
Aickers Creek and containing by survey one hundred acres be the same more or 
less and bounded as follows to wit Begining at Spotswood D Crenshaws corner 
red oak oak on the stage road thence along his line South 18 degrees West sixty

The will of George Wright dated October 7, 1822, and probated March 10, 1823, 
at Campbell County, Virginia, W.B. 4/450 listed Ambrose F. Wright among his children:

"This Indenture made this 26th day of October 1830, between Agnes Wright and 
Ambrose F. Wright of the county of Campbell of the first part, G. A. Rose of the 
second and L. R. Edley of the third part, Witnesseth, That whereas the said

Meredith P. Wright was a son of 1823 George Wright of Campbell 
County and Agness (Doss) Wright and probably their fifth child. (Robert’, 1823 
George’) 
The will of George Wright dated October 7, 1822, and probated March 10, 1823, 
at Campbell County, Virginia, W.B. 4/450 listed Meredith P. Wright among his children: 


"... After the death of my wife Agnes Wright, | give my Estate to be equally 
divided among my eight children, vis. Sally M. Wright, Wilson M. Wright, John F. 
Wright, Ambrose F. Wright, Merideth P. Wright, Lucy M. D. Wright, George A. 
Wright & Campden G. Wright... ." 


On August 18, 1823, at Campbell County, Virginia, D.B. 14/106 Thomas Y. 
Bouldin, as executor of the will of David Ross, sold 100 acres of land to Agness Wright, 
as a life estate, and the children of 1823 George Wright of Campbell County, including 
Meredith Wright, as remaindermen:

hundred and sixty four poles to a stone on the stage road, thence down the 
stage road as it meanders to the begining To have and to hold the aforesaid tract 
peice or parcel of land to her the said Agness Wright for and during the term of 
her life remainder to her children before named, to the only proper use of her the 
said Agness Wright for and during her life and at her death to the use of and 
equally to be divided among the said Sally M Alvis (formerly Wright) Wilson M. 
Wright, John F Wright, Ambrose F Wright, Meredith P Wright, Lucy M Wright 
Alexander Wright and Campden G Wright their heirs and assigns forever 
according to the will of the said George Wright decd; and the said Thomas Y. 
Bouldin for himself and his heirs doth covenant and grant to and with the said 
parties of the second their heirs and assigns that the said Agness Wright and her 
assigns shall and may have and enjoy a good and sufficient estate for the term 
of her natural life, and that the other parties of the said second part shall and 
may have and enjoy the remainder in the same in fee simple to them their heirs 
and assigns forever, notwithstanding any matter or thing committed or done by 
him the said Thomas Y Bouldin and notwithstanding the claim challenge or 
demand of any person or persons claiming or to claim by from or under him, In

The year of birth would be the same year that John S. Wright was born. 

The explanation of this material would seem to be the following. James D. 
Wright and Elizabth Ann (Shields) Wright were married in 1846 and had son John S. 
Wright, born in about 1849. The middle initial "S" would stand for Shields. At about the 
same time James D. Wright and Lockey Wilson, illegitimate daughter of Reuben 
Mitchell and Caty or Katy Wilson, had a son Thomas Wright, born in about March 1850. 
The affair and child caused a separation between James D. Wright and Elizabeth Ann 
(Shields) Wright and Elizabeth left the household with son John S. Wright before 
September 1850. Lockey Wilson moved into the James D. Wright household by 
September 1850 and they had further children James E., George, Nancy M., and 
Louisa, all born before the divorce of James D. Wright from Elizabeth Ann (Shields) 
Wright was completed. In 1855 that divorce was completed and in 1856 James D. 
Wright and Lockey Wilson married. Thereafter they had a son Robert Wright, born in 
about 1859. Elizabeth Ann Shields may have died before 1860 or possibly remarried 
and her new husband possibly did not want the child of her prior marriage in his 
household. In either circumstance, John S. Wright returned to his father's household 
and was listed there in the 1860 Census. Thomas Wilson was not listed in the 
James D. Wright household in the 1860 Census and may have been living with other 
relatives, possibly to separate two sons born at about the same time to two different 
mothers. Thomas Wilson took his father's name as his last name and on his death 
certificate was listed as the son of James D. Wright and his mother was listed as the

The listing of George A. Wright's wife as Mary A. Wright indicates that Mildred R. 
(Plunkitt) Wright had died before August 15, 1844, and based on the age of the oldest 
female in his household in the 1840 Census, Mildred R. (Plunkitt) Wright had probably 
died before the 1840 Census. 

On October 24, 1844, The Lynchburg Virginian printed the following obituary for 
Mary Ellen Wright: 

"Obituary. 


Died on the 8th instant, at the residence of her husband, Mr. George A. Wright, 
in the lower end of Campbell County, Va., Mrs. Mary Ellen Wright, in the 36th 
year of her age. She had been an acceptable member of the Baptist Church at 
Buchanan, for the last 12 or 14 years. The writer of this hasty and imperfect 
notice had frequent opportunities of witnessing her deep piety, and quiet 
resignation to the will of her Heavenly Father, under the most afflicting 
dispensation of Providence. She suffered much, but in imitation of her Divine 
Master, she murmured not. Confident of a blissful immortality, she was often 
heard to say that she had no fears beyond the grave. Endowed by nature with 
an excellent mind, she had stated the same with much valuable knowledge. 
Unostentatious and unobtrusive in her manners, she sought not to make a 
display of her literary acquirements; but to impart happiness and useful 
knowledge. She has left a fond and doting husband, together with many friends 
and relatives, to deplore her untimely loss. But they mourn not as those who 
have no hope, for they have a rich consolation in the recollection of her 
triumphant death. She was an affectionate wife, indulgent mistress, kind 
neighbor, and was beloved and respected by all who knew her."

sold, aliened enfeoffed released & Confirmed & by these presents do grant 
bargain sell alien enfeoff release & Confirm unto the said David M Wright and 
unto his heirs & assigns forever a Certain lot piece or parcel of land situate lying 
and being in the County of Bedford & State aforesaid and containing two acres 
one on each side of the "Lynchburg and Salem Turnpike. The one acre of which 
lying on the south side of said Turnpike & bounded as follows to Wit: Beginning 
at a stone on the line between the land of said Peters & Overstreet & running 
thence with the same N 27-1/2° W 13.3 poles to a Stone on said Turnpike 
thence with the line & course of the same N 87-1/2° E 13.3 Poles to a stone 
thence S 27-1/2 E 13.3 poles to a stone thence S 8/7-1/2° W 13.3 poles to the 
beginning.

30/124 David M. Wright was granted a license to keep an ordinary at his house: 


"On the motion of David M. Wright who produced the Sheriffs receipt for the tax 
imposed by law, and who gave bond & security in the penalty and conditioned 
according to law, and it appearing to the Court that the said Wright is a man of 
honesty, probity and good demeanor, not addicted to drunkenness or gaming 
and being satisfied that he will keep a useful house of entertainment, it is 
ordered that he have leave to keep an Ordinary at his house in this County until 
the next May Term of this Court." 


On September 26, 1848, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers David M. Wright executed his surety bond to secure his performance in running 


an ordinary: 


"Know all men by these presents that we David M Wright & William C Irvine are 
held and firmly bound unto the Commonwealth of Virginia in the sum of one 
hundred and fifty dollars: to which payment well and truly to be made to the said 
Commonwealth we bind ourselves and each of us, our heirs, and each of our 
heirs, executors and administrators jointly and severally by these presents - 
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Witness our hands and seals this 26th day of September in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and forty eight. 


The condition of the above obligation is such that whereas the above bound 
David M Wright hath obtained a license to keep an Ordinary at his house in the 
County of Bedford. If therefore the said David M Wright doth constantly find and 
provide in his said ordinary good wholesome and cleanly lodging and diet for 
travelers & stableage fodder and provender or pasturage and provender, as the 
season shall require, for their horses untill the next May term of the County Court 
of Bedford: and shall not suffer or permit any unlawful gaming in his house nor 
suffer any person to tipple and drink more than is necessary, then this obligation 
to be void, otherwise to remain in full force and virtue

About October 23, 1848, David M. Wright filed a complaint in Bedford County, 
Virginia, Chancery Court, File 498, regarding a purchase of land: 


"To the Hon: N. B. Taliaferro Judge of the Circuit Superior Court of Law and 
chancery for the county of Bedford. 


Your Orator David M Wright respectfully represents, that on the 5th day of March 
1844 he entered into a written agreement with Thomas T Saunders and 
Gustavus A Saunders executors of David Saunders decd for the purchase of a 
tract of Land, whereby he bound himself to pay to said vendors for said land 
$600 on the 1" of October 1844 & $450:75 on the 1" of October 1845 and said 
payments were to be secured by a deed of trust on said land or by personal 
security. The vendors binding themselves to make to your Orator an 

_indisputable title to said land; all of which will more fully appear by a copy of said 
written agreement marked (A) hereto annexed and prayed to be taken as a part 
of this bill: 


Your Orator represents, that he was ignorant at the time of said contract that 
there was any difficulty about the title to said Land but he is now informed that 
said vendors had no authority under the will of their Testator to sell said land and 
furthermore that they could not make a good title to said land by reason of a 
deed of trust given by their Testator on the whole of his landed Estate, which has 
never been satisfied: a copy of said deed (Marked B) hereto annexed is prayed 
to be taken as a part of this bill: 


Your Orator further represents that he was not bound by his agreement to pay 
one cent of the purchased money untillhe had__——s a deed of conveyance as 
his agreement aforesaid called for (see 2 Lomax page 48.) but in fact he has 
received no deed at all 
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Your Orator furthermore represents, that he has been greatly damaged by 
reason of the failure or inability of said vendors to comply with their said contract, 
having failed to make a profitable sale of said land (on several occasions) by 
reason of doubts as to the title: and your Orator has spent more than $500: in 
improvements on said land. 


And now may it please your Honor to make Thomas T. Saunders and 

Gustavus A. Saunders executors as aforesaid parties to this bill & that they be 
compelled to answer the severall allegations thereof and considering the 
premises may it please your Honor to require said vendors to make such a deed 
of conveyance to your Orator as their said contract binds them to do or upon 
their failure or inability to do so to cancel said contract and make such other 
decree in the case as your Honor may think proper, and grant to your Orator all 
other and further aid and relief in the premises as Equity & good conscience 
shall dictate and the nature of the case require and as is duty bound &c your 
Orator will ever pray &C W G___ pq" 


The complaint was filed on January 17, 1849, but the first summons was dated 
October 23, 1848. 

A demurrer to the complaint was filed by the defendants, but no further records 
appear to exist for the case. 

On January 1, 1849, at Bedford County, Virginia, D.B. 34/192 W. C. Irvine filed a 
list of sales of the property of David M. Wright made on July 24, 1848:

"On the petition of John Board who produced the Sheriffs receipt for the tax 
imposed by law, a license is granted him to keep a house of private 
entertainment at his house in this County until the next May Term of this Court. 


On the petition of David M. Wright The Same." 


In November 1849 at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 30/286 
David M. Wright and Sparel B. Wright petitioned for the viewing of a new road: 


"On the petition of David M. Wright and Sparel B. Wright, it is ordered that 
Edward Merriman, Samuel C. Robinson, Samuel G. Claytor and William L. Bell 
or any three of them being first sworn for the purpose view the way for a road 
from the toll gate near David M. Wrights through the lands of James H.

2/550 the case of David M. Wright against the estate of David Saunders was dismissed 


and the defendant was awarded his costs:

that he pay to said deft. Thomas T Saunders his cost by him about his defense 


of this suit expended." 


On or about September 26, 1850, the executors of David Saunders filed a 


complaint in Bedford County, Virginia, Chancery Court, File 1297, alleging that David M. 


Wright was then insolvent and had not paid the purchase price for the land: 
"In the Circuit Court for the County of Bedford 


To the Hon Norborne (?) M Taliaferro Judge Your Orators Thomas T Saunders 


and Gustavus A Saunders, who are styled Executors of David Saunders 
deceased respectfully represent unto your advise 
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That on the fifth day of March of the year ___ they sold to one David M Wright a 
certain tract of Land situated in the County of Bedford and represented to 
contain Two hundred and thirty three and a half acres, more or less, at the gross 
price of one thousand and fifty dollars and seventy five cents: Six hundred 
dollars of which was to be paid to your Orators on the first day of October of the 
year 1844 and Four hundred and fifty dollars and seventy five cents the residue 
of the said purchase money were to be paid to your Orators on the first day of 
October of the year 1845 and the whole to carry interest from __—s day of 
October of the year 18_ till paid and the payment thereof was to have been 
secured by a deed of trust on the said tract of land or by good personal security. 
In consideration whereof your Orators were to have made to the said Wright a 
good and indisputable title to the said tract of land. 


The terms of the said sale and purchase were reduced to writing and were 
signed and sealed as well by the said David M Wright as by your orators as will 
appear unto your Honor by the paper herewith filed and which your Honor is 
asked to read as a part of this Bill. It is marked A 


Your Orators further represent unto your Honor that they carried out the contract 
so made as aforesaid, on their part in so far that they put the said David M. 
Wright in possession of the said tract of land and he has continued to hold 
peaceable and uninterrupted possession thereof since the date of his purchase 
as aforesaid and he still holds the possession and takes to himself the rents and 
profits thereof that he has in no wise complied with the term of the said sale and 
purchase on his part but he has wholly failed and refused so to do 


He has paid no part of the purchase money and has given no manner of security 
for the payment thereof although your Orators have often requested him so to 
do, and have always been ready and willing in all things fully to comply with the 
terms of the said sale as herein before stated on their part and they have done 
every thing which by the terms of the said agreement they were bound to do, 
untill the said David M Wright had performed or offered to perform the said 
agreement on his part, but he has as yet done neither of these and refuses in 
any__ to perform the terms of the ___—s by bound himself so to do. 


In fact the said David M Wright is now wholly and notoriously insolvent so that he 
cannot now do what by his said contract he undertook to do and your Orators are 
advised that they are entitled to have the said contract of sale rescinded and to 
be restored to the possession of the said tract of land and to hold the said 

David M Wright to account for and pay to them the annual rents and profits of 
the said land or their value, since it went into the possession of the said David M 
Wright or else, that they are entitled to have the said land sold and the proceeds 
of the sale applied towards the satisfaction of the purchase money aforesaid first 
its interest and then the principal as unto your Honor shall seem just and 
equitable. 
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Wherefore may it please your Honor, rescind as will to your shall 
seem most equitable 


And to this end, let the Commonwealths writ of subpoena issue commanding the 
sheriff to summon the said David M Wright to answer and that he be made a 
defendant to this Bill and grant all other necessary & proper relief and as in 


Goggin p.q." 
In April 1851 at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Order Book 30/515 the 


court appointed a successor trustee under a deed of trust to sell certain land in 
Lafayette County, Missouri, to satisfy a debt due from David M. Wright and secured by 
that deed of trust: 


"Wright v Carter &c Chy. The subpoenas sued out in this cause against the 
home defendants, Edward Carter, John F Teas, Thomas O. Acree, George D 
Davis John T Davis and Micajah Davis having been duly executed and the order 
of publication against the absent defendants having been duly published 
according to law and all the said defendants still failing to appear and answer, 
this cause is thereupon set for hearing and the same coming on this day to be 
heard upon the Bill, the subpoenas and order of publication with the exhibits filed 
in the cause and was argued by counsel on consideration whereof the court 
(believing) the facts as set forth in the plaintiffs bill and that it is necessary to 
appoint a Commissioner to carry out the provisions of a deed of trust executed 
by David M Wright and wife to W. C. Irvine as trustee (he having removed from 
the state of Virginia to California) which deed bears date the 4 day of July 1848 
securing certain debts therein named and for the benefit of the other defendants, 
doth therefore adjudge order and decree that James G Lee who it is understood 
is willing to accept the trust be and he is hereby appointed a commissioner to 
execute (in lieu of the aforesaid trustee) the provisions of the deed of trust 
aforesaid and that he be also (as he is hereby) directed to sell the tract of land 
mentioned in the proceedings and which is described as lying in the County of 
Lafayette in the state of Missouri and as containing one hundred and sixty acres 
at present under the controul of Nathaniel H Price of said state - that the said 
Commissioner do advertise the land in such way and for such time as he may 
think necessary that he sell the same publicly or privately at the highest price he 
can obtain that in all other respects touching the execution of said deed he do 
govern himself by its provisions but that out of the proceeds of the sale or sales 
to be made he do first pay the cost of this decree, the expenses of sale and that 
he report his proceedings to this Court in order to a final decree, but liberty is 
reserved to the absent defendants to show cause against this decree within the 
time and upon the terms provided by law." 
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On March 11, 1852, at Bedford County, Virginia, D.B. 35/484 William L. Bell, as 
trustee under a deed of trust executed by David Wright, sold 2 acres of land to Hiram 
Overstreet: 


"This deed made the 11 day of March 1852 between Wm L Bell of the one part 
and Hiram Overstreet of the other part. Witnesseth, that whereas David M 
Wright by his deed dated the 30" day of June 1848 and admitted to record in 
Bedford Clerks Office on the same day, in order to secure a certain debt to Wm 
Leftwich and son conveyed to the said William L. Bell amongst other property a 
certain lot of ground containing two acres with the buildings and other 
improvements thereon being the same lot of ground purchased of Elisha Peters 
(to which deed refference is here made for a more particular description of the 
said land) in trust nevertheless and with power and authority to the said Wm L. 
Bell to sell the same for the purpose of paying the said debt, and the expenses 
attending the execution of the said trust, if the said David M. Wright should fail to 
pay and discharge the said debt agreeable to the requirements of the said deed, 
and whence the said David M. Wright having failed to pay the said debt, and the 
said Leftwich and son having in consequence thereof required a sale of the said 
lot of ground, the said Wm L Bell in execution of the said trust after having 
complied with all the requirements of the said deed, did on the 4" day of April 
1849 upon the premises expose to sale at public auction to the highest bidder for 
ready money the said lot of ground with the buildings and other improvements 
thereon, and at the sale so made, the aforesaid William Leftwich and son 
became the purchaser of the said lot of ground with the improvements thereon, 
by bidding therefor the sum of four hundred and five dollars which was the 
highest bid made for the same, and that sum was accordingly applied as a credit 
to the debt aforesaid secured by the deed aforesaid. Now at the request of the 
said William Leftwich and son, on for and in consideration of the sum of sixty 
dollars in hand pay me by the said Hiram Overstreet the rect. | do hereby 
acknowledge, the said William L. Bell has granted, bargain and sold and by 
these presents doth grant, bargain and sell unto the said Hiram Overstreet his 
heirs and assigns that portion of the aforesaid lot of land lying North of the 
Lynchburg and Salem Turnpike road between Marsh's toll gate and Mr. 
Anderson N. Everitt, store adjoining the land of James H. Overstreet decd Est on 
the West, Elisha Peters on the North, and Anderson N. Everitt on the East, 
supposed to contain one acre, more or less with all improvements thereon, and 
the said William L. Bell hereby covenants and agree to and with the said Hiram 
Overstreet that he will forever warrant and defend the aforesaid lot of land with 
its appurtenaces to the said Hiram Overstreet his heirs and assigns free from the 
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claim or claims of all persons claiming by through or under him, but against the 
claim of none other. Witness the following signature and seal.

On Consideration whereof the Court approving said report confirms 
it and the sale of the land therein reported and doth further adjudge order and 
decree that W L Goggins who is hereby appointed Receiver do withdraw from 
the papers in this cause the bonds filed with his report aforesaid and collect the 
same and make report thereof to the Court. But he is not to withdraw or collect 
the said bonds until he shall have given bond and security before the Clerk of

On about February 3, 1848, at Bedford County, Virginia, County Court Loose 
Papers Alexander Thompson filed his complaint against Sparel B. Wright and James H. 
Robinson for payment of their debt of $35:

Alexander Thompson plaintiff complains of Sparel. B Wright (who is not yet 
found) and James H Robinson defendants in custody &c of a plea that they

On April 21, 1852, at Appomattox County, Virginia, D.B. 10/467 Daniel P. Wright 
purchased 185 acres of land from William Shannon and Preston B. Stone: 


"This Indenture made the 21st day of April 1852, between William Shannon of 
the one part and Preston B. Stone of the second part, 


Witnesseth, that Whereas, on the 28th October 1847, the said Wm. Shannon 
bought of Thomas A. Holcomb's Exor., C. L. Mosby, 185 acres of land lying in 
the Then Campbell County, now Appomattox, adjoining the lands of S. C. 
Anderson, Jane O. Wheeler and others listed on the Commrs. books in the 
name of David Ross' Est. but really belonging to said Holcomb's estate to be 
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conveyed to the said Shannon, with special warranty, when the purchase money 
was paid and 


Whereas, the said Shannon has sold to Daniel P. Wright, a part of said land in a 
certain boundary as follows - Commencing at Jas. Pettigrew's and running along 
the Pigeon Ridge Mill road to P. B. Stone's land and thence with Stone's line to 
Moore Barrcks - then with Barracks line back to Pettigrew's - supposed to 
contain about 50 acres - but the sale is by the lump and not by the acre, for the 
price of $130.- and 


Whereas Preston B. Stone having agreed with said Wright, that he will pay the 
said purchase money, and take the land, and let the deed be made to him direct 
by said Shannon so as to become its fee simple owner, and pursuant to this 
agreement (all parties being present) and all assenting, signified by signing this 
deed, the said Stone has paid to the said Shannon the said sum of $130. 


Now therefore in consideration of the premises, the said Wm. Shannon hath 
granted bargained & conveyed and by these presents doth grant bargain and 
convey the said part of the larger tract aforesaid, embodied in the boundaries 
aforesaid, & supposed to contain 50 acres more or less, to the said Preston B. 
Stone & his heirs forever - to have and to hold the said land to said Stone and 
his heirs forever, in fee simple absolute. 


And it is agreed between the said D. P. Wright & P. R. Stone as follows - the 
said P. B. Stone will suffer the said Wright to occupy the said land for 18 months 
from this time, rent fee - & if at that time the said Wright chooses to buy it, he 
shall be at liberty to buy & the said Stone will sell it to him for $130. with interest 
thereon, from this day until paid. But unless he elects to buy the said land at this 
price, & actually pays him the money within 60 days after the expiration of the 
said 18 months, then the right hereby agreed in shall cease & be at end - & the 
said Stone fully absolved from this obligation. 


And the said Shannon having paid of the said $130. the sum of $125. to 
Holcomb's Exor. in part payment of the original purchase money for the whole 
tract, that sam is credited to Shannon's purchase money & Holcomb's Exor, or 
his Admr. de bonis non S. B. Holcomb releases all claim to the 50 acres hereby 
conveyed & reserves his lien for the bal. of purchase money on the residue of 
the tract.

The presence of Daniel P. Wright in the 1860 Census and his absence from the 1870 
Census indicate that Daniel P. Wright probably died between July 25, 1860, and July 9, 
1870. 

In her letter dated August 25, 1988, Mrs. Victoria Louise Kuentz enclosed family 
group sheets which stated: 

"Daniel P. Wright, born 1805, died ?, married Elizabeth Pullon on December 18, 

1825, and their children were: 4 sons and 4 daughters; Daniel P. died in the 

latter part of the sixties." 

In his letter dated August 7, 2003, Richard Kenneth Wright stated that Daniel P. 
Wright was a son of John Wright, married Elizabeth Pulliam on December 18, 1823, at 
Henry County, Virginia, and died between 1860 and 1870, that Elizabeth (Pulliam) 
Wright died between 1870 and 1880, and that Daniel P. Wright and Elizabeth (Pulliam) 
Wright had the following children:

He moved from one farm to another and acted as a 
manager for several owners, one of which was Watt Dunnington. The names of 
some of these places were the Old Southall Place, Bondurant, Hard Times, 
Sandy Ford, and Stanley Park. My father used to visit Stanley Park as a child. 
There was a little railroad that ran around the grounds. John Daniel Wright was 
a very tall and big man. He had to have a very big horse to ride. The horse was 
named Frank. John Daniel was a night person and used to sit up reading until 
about 3 a.m. in his "Morris" chair. His wife and children were always dressed in 
the finest clothes, and rode to church in a carriage driven by white horses with a 
driver who would wait outside church for them. The horses that pulled the 
carriage were named Nellie and Bell. 


Many people came to eat at the Wright's house on Sunday. They had two negro 
women start on Saturday to cook for the weekend. They would kill around 200 
hogs each fall for the smokehouse. Old Aunt Pollie Wood used to do the 
washing and ironing in the yard. She hauled water from the river to wash the 
clothes at Sandy Ford. It was nothing for John Daniel to ride to Farmville and 
pay $1000 at the dry goods store. 
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There were a lot of people working for John Daniel Wright. He would inspect the 
horses every morning to see they were porperly cared for and then rode out in 
the fields. He was a generous man and helped many people. He used to send 
boxes of food to needy people in the community, and often helped his brother's 
wife, Aunt Pokie. She had one daughter named Mary. 


At one time the Wrights sold everything and moved to Richmond. They didn't 
like it there and moved back to Prince Edward County. For a time Mr. Wright's 
father lived with him, and also his mother-in-law. At age 75, John Daniel Wright 
died suddenly of a stroke while standing in front of the fireplace. Great 
grandmother took to her bed and was never well again. She lived with her 
daughter, Susie Fore, until just before she died in 1948. | remember visiting her 
in her bedroom at Aunt Susie's house in Richmond, and she was in her feather 
bed.

In his letter dated October 2, 2003, Richard K. Wright enclosed the following 
summary of Robert Daniel Wright, his family, and his military service: 


“Robert Daniel Wright was born April 23, 1836, probably in Campbell County 
Virginia although in later records, he states Prince Edward County and 
Appomattox County Virginia. He was a son of Daniel P. Wright of Campbell 
County, Virginia and his wife Elizabeth (Pulliam) Wright (Robert’, John’, 

Daniel P.*). He is listed as living with his parents in the 1850 Appomattox County 
Virginia Census, taken August 15, 1850, age 14, which corresponds with his 
being born in 1836. 


In the 1860 Campbell County Virginia Census, Eastern District, Concord Depot 
Post Office, taken July 15, 1860, he is still listed as living with his parents, 
occupation farm laborer, age 20 (probably an error on the part of whoever was 
giving or recording the information for the census). Sometime after the census 
was taken, he removed to Greene County Tennessee where he married his first 
wife, Elizabeth Snow, on April 1, 1861. Robert Daniel Wright and Elizabeth 
(Snow) Wright had one child, William Balis Wright, born February 22, 1862, 
probably in Greene County Tennessee. Shortly after his birth, his mother 
Elizabeth (Snow) Wright died and William Balis Wright was taken back to 
Campbell County Virginia to live with his grandparents Daniel P. Wright and 
Elizabeth (Pulliam) Wright. 


Robert Daniel Wright, now a widower, returned to Tennessee and on June 28, 
1862, at Mossy Creek, Tennessee, enlisted as a private in Company B, Adrian’s 
Battalion Partisan Rangers. On September 1, 1862, Company B became part of 
the 12th Battalion Tennessee Cavalry, taking part in the Kentucky Campaign — 
(September through October 1862) under Col. Joseph Wheeler's cavalry. On 
November 15, 1862, Company B was ordered to proceed via Monticello and 
Somerset, Kentucky, across the mountain toward London and Mount Vernon, 
Kentucky, and return through Cumberland Big Creek Gaps and on November 20, 
1862 was at Sparta, Tennessee. 


Sometime in December 1862, Company B was detached from the 12th 
Tennessee Battalion Cavalry and became a temporary field organization known 
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as Hardy’s Squadron of Tennessee Cavalry and acted as the escort of Maj. Gen. 
John P. McCown, participating in the Stone River Campaign (Battle of 
Murfreesborough), December 26, 1862 to January 3, 1863. The company 
muster roll for January/February 1863, states that Robert Daniel Wright was 
absent sick, hospital. He also appears on a list of absentees from McCown’s 
squadron dated March 24, 1863, stating that he was on leave, February 1, 1863, 
sent to hospital. He appears on the roll of employees of Buckner Hospital, 
Ringgold, Georgia for March 1 to April 20, 1863, as a nurse. The company 
muster roll for March 1 to June 30, 1863, lists him as present suggesting that he 
had returned to Company B sometime in May, 1863. 


Around June 1, 1863, the 12th Tennessee Battalion Cavalry, along with the 16th 
Tennessee Battalion Cavalry, were consolidated into the 1st Tennessee Legion, 
also known as Rucker’s Legion Tennessee Cavalry and took part in the 
Tullahoma Campaign. On July 31, 1863, Rucker’s Legion was with Brig. Gen. 
John Pegram’s Brigade at Ebenezer, Tennessee. On August 16, 1863, the 23rd 
Army Corps, Department of Ohio, Union Army, began it’s East Tennessee 
Campaign. On August 27, 1863, the 1st Tennessee Mounted infantry of the 
23rd Army Corps captured 48 at Jacksborough, Tennessee, killing and wounding 
several. It was during this skirmish that Robert Daniel Wright was captured and 
became a prisoner of war. He appears on the list of war prisoners at Camp 
Nelson, Kentucky, sent to the Military Prison, Louisville, Kentucky, September 5, 
1863 and transferred to Camp Chase Ohio (outside Columbus, Ohio), 
September 9, 1863. 


Robert Daniel Wright remained at Camp Chase Ohio as a prisoner of war until 
January 22, 1864, when he as transferred to Rock Island Barracks, Illinois, a 
new Union Military Prison situated on an island in the Mississippi River, arriving 
there January 24, 1864. In September 1864, President Abraham Lincoln met 
with Lt. Col. Henry S. Huidekoper and Judge S. Newton Pettis, two Pennslyvania 
politicians who approached Lincoln with a plan to use Confederate prisoners as 
substitutes for Pennsylvania bounties. Huidekoper and Pettis journeyed to Rock 
Island prison to start the process of converting Confederates to Yankees. On 
september 22, 1864, Lincoln arranged for Capt. Henry R. Rathbone to be sent to 
Rock Island to make a special inspection of the persons to be enlisted. On 
October 6, 1864, Robert Daniel Wright, aged 28, volunteered to serve as a 
soldier for a period of one year and swore before Capt. Rathbone to bear true 
faith and allegiance to the United States of America. Robert appears with rank 
of Private on Muster and Descriptive Roll of a Detachment of U.S. Volunteers 
forwarded as unattached recruits. On the Muster and Descriptive Roll, Robert 
Daniel Wright states that he was born in Appomattox County Virginia, age 28 
years, occupation farmer, gray eyes, light hair, light complexion, height 5 ft. 10 
inches, bounty credited to Glade, Warren County, Pennsylvania, and appears on 
the Company Descriptive Book as being in Company G, 2nd Regiment U.S. 
Voluntary Infantry. 
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After his enlistment, the recruits were separated from the other prisoners with a 
high board fence, crowding them temporarily into 16 small barracks. Days and 
weeks passed as winter came and the confined recruits spent their days 
shivering about barrack stoves awaiting order to be sent to the Western Frontier. 
In an official report of December 19, 1864, it is stated the “their clothing is of the 
poorest description. As they are no longer prisoners of war, clothing cannot be 
issued to them from the prisoners’ portion, and as they are not organized, 
clothing cannot be issued by the quartermaster. These men are to be pitied, as 
they are under the same surveillance, owing to their being in prison, as the 
prisoners, and their conduct does not warrant this watchfulness”. During this 
time, General Pope was desperately seeking troops to man his far-flung frontier 
posts. On February 6, 1865, General Pope was authorized to organized the 
Rock Island Volunteers into two regiments of the Department of the Missouri for 
service in the West. Between February 20 and 24, 1865, various companies of 
the 2nd Regiment moved by rail to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 


On March 1, 1865, the 2nd Regiment marched from Fort Leavenworth to Fort 
Riley, Kansas. Company G remained at Fort Riley Kansas, encamped below the 
fort on the Republican River, the remaining companies being assigned to 
stations along the Santa Fe Trail. On April 16, 1865, Company G began a 12 
day march from Fort Riley to Fort Dodge, the farthest post in southwestern 
Kansas and in the heart of Indian country. Fort Dodge was little more than a few 
sod dugouts which housed the soldiers and located on the ledge of the north 
bank of the Arkansas River. The country roundabout was inhabited by 
thousands of buffalo and Kiowa and Commanche Indians. Due to the absence 
of grain and forage, soldiers were detailed as herdsmen to drive horses and 
mules out to graze. On June 8, 1865, Kiowa Indians raided, capturing 60 
animals and Company G was sent on a scout to follow their trail. Four days 
later, several hundred Kiowas made a direct attack, capturing all the remaining 
stock and wounding 3 men and killing or capturing 2. Company Muster Rolls 
show that Robert was present for May and June, 1865. Muster Rolls for July and 
August of 1865 show that Robert was absent from the company and on 
detached service at Fort Lyon, Colorado Territory and that he had been on 
escort duty since July 27, 1865. Company Returns for September 1865 show 
that Robert was still on detached service to the Colorado Service Department. 
On the Company Muster Roll for September and October 1865 show Robert as 
being present, suggesting that he returned from his detached service sometime 
late in September or early October 1865. In mid-October 1865, the companies 
of the 2nd U.S. Volunteers began marching to Fort Leavenworth, Kansas where 
they were mustered out of service on November 7, 1865. The Company Muster- 
Out Roll shows that Robert had been last paid to June 30, 1865, his clothing 
account never settled and he had drawn $75.82. 


After his discharge, Robert Daniel Wright returned to Virginia and on March 17, 
1867, married in Appomattox County Virginia, Margaret Davis Giles Jennings, a 
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23 year old widow. In 1870, Robert and Margaret Davis (Giles) (Jennings) 
Wright were living in Campbell County Virginia, Eastern District, Lynchburg Post 
Office. Sometime between 1870 and 1880, Robert and his family moved to 
Bedford County Virginia. According to the 1880 Bedford County Virginia, Forest 
Magistrate District, Robert D. Wright is listed as being of age 42, a laborer, with 
wife Margaretta, son William Wright (son of first marriage) born in Tennessee, 
and children Henry Clay, age 12, Thomas D., age 10, Mary A. E., age 6, Emma, 
age 4, Florence, age 1, and stepson Jno. Jennings, age 22. According to “family 
folklore’, Robert disappeared one day on his way to work and the family never 
heard from him again. Margaret Davis (Giles) (Jennings) Wright died August 13, 
1895. 


After leaving his family, Robert D. Wright appears to have traveled to North 
Carolina where on December 19, 1882 he applied for a marriage license to 
marry Margaret G. Murray of Guilford County, North Carolina. On the license, 
Robert states that he is of Guilford County, 40 years old and the son of Daniel P. 
and Elizabeth, both deceased, residents of Campbell County Virginia. Robert 
and Margaret G. Murray were married December 21, 1882 at William Burtons in 
Gilmer Township, Guilford County North Carolina by A. W. Lineberry, Minister of 
Methodist Presbyterian Church. 


On November 22, 1890, Robert applied for an Invalid Pension under the Act of 
June 27, 1890, for military service in the Union Army during the Civil War. At the 
time of his application, he stated thathe is now unable to earn a support by 
manual labor by reason of “rupture [hernia] and catarrh [an inflmmation of a 
mucous membrane with a free discharge; especially such inflammation of the air 
passages of the head and throat; this term has been practically eliminated from 
the scientific vocabulary] in head, but the disabilities was not contracted in the 
army’; he enlisted and served from the State of Illinois and he was a resident of 
Guilford, North Carolina. On December 14, 1894, the Bureau of Pensions 
referred Robert's claim (Number 676,445) to the Record and Pension Office, 
War Department, requesting a full medical and history on Robert as to diseases, 
wounds, or injuries incurred by him while in the service. No records showing him 
treated could be found. 


The U.S. Pension Agency on July 16, 1895, reported that Robert D. Wright, 
invalid, who was a pensioner on the rolls of the Agency under Certificate No. 
676445 and who was last paid at $12 to May 4, 1895, has been dropped 
because of the order of William Lochren, Commissioner of Pensions, July 8, 
1895. No reason was given as to why he was dropped. The 1900 Census for 
Guilford County North Carolina, Greene Township, Enumeration District No. 51 
lists Robert D. Wright, age 64, farmer, wife Maggie, and children Roxey, age 17, 
Willie, age 14, Henry, age 13, Lacy, age 11, Earl, age 9, Either, age 7, Auter, 
age 5, Donly, age 8, and Allane, age 1, and that Robert and Maggie had been 
married for 16 years and that Maggie was the mother of 9 children, all living. 
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On May 6, 1907, Robert filed a Declaration for Pension under the Act of 
February 6, 1907. On his declaration, Robert stated that he was 71 years of 
age, a resident of Pleasant Lodge, Alamance County North Carolina and that he 
was enrolled at Rock Island, Illinois, on October 6, 1864 as a private in the 2nd 
Regiment U.S. Infantry Volunteers for service in the Civil War and was honorably 
discharged at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas on November 16, 1865. That his 
personal description at enlistment was height 5 feet 10 inches, light complexion, 
blue eyes, light hair, and that his occupation was farming and that he was born in 
1836 at Appomattox, Virginia. That his several places of residence since leaving 
the service have been in Virginia and North Carolina; that he is a pensioner by 
Certificate No. 676445 at $12.00 per month. On April 10, 1910, the Bureau of 
Pensions requested family information from Robert. His address at that time 
was RD #2, Liberty, North Carolina. Robert replied to this inquiry on May 2, 
1910. One item that Robert failed to answer truthfully was the fact that he had 
no previous marriages. The names and dates of birth of his children were also 
listed. 


The 1910 Census for Guilford County North Carolina, Greene Township, 
Enumeration District No. 113, lists Robert D. Wright, head of family, age 74, born 
Virginia, farmer, parents born in Virginia, and that he was a Civil War veteran 
and that his entire family could read, write and speak English and was residing 
on a branch of Liberty Road. Also listed was his wife Margaret G., age 47, and 
children Roxie P., age 26; Lacy M., age 22; Earl R. H., age 19; Ether, age 16; 
Arthur G., age 14; Donie, age 13; and Erie A., age 10. On June 3, 1912, Robert 
filed a Declaration for Pension under Act of May 11, 1912. The information on 
this declaration was identical to the one filed May 6, 1907 with the exception that 
he states he was born April 23, 1836 and that he had lived in Liberty, Guilford 
County, North Carolina since 1879. The Bureau of Pensions on January 2, 
1915, requested Robert to supply information on his family. The information 
requested was identical to that requested on April 10, 1910. Robert replied to 
this response of April 2, 1915, stating that he had no previous marriage and that 
all of his children were living. Their names and date of birth were given. 
Robert's address at the time was R.R. #2, Liberty, North Carolina. 


Information given in the 1920 census is similar to that of the 1910 census with a 
obvious error that Robert's mother is listed as being born in North Carolina. Still 
living with Robert is his wife Margaret, children Roxie P., Lacy M. who is now 
working in a factory; Ethel, Arthur who is working on the home farm; Donea, and 
his grandson Garfield Greene, age 1 month; and that the farm Robert is living on 
is rented. On August 4, 1920, Robert filed another Declaration for Pension 
under the Act of May 1, 1920. The information supplied was identical to that of 
his other declarations except that this time he states that he is totally helpless, 
blind and bed-ridden. On July 13, 1923, Robert Daniel Wright died in Guilford 
County North Carolina. Information supplied on his death certificate stated that 
he was 87 years, 2 months and 30 days old, was a farmer, had been attended 
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by Dr. F. A. Shepard of Liberty, North Carolina on July 8, 1923 and that the 
cause of death was intestinal nephritis. Burial occurred on July 14, 1923. On 
August 15, 1923, Robert was dropped from the Pension Rolls because of his 
death and that he was last paid at the rate of $72.00 per month to July 4, 1923. 


After Robert's death, his widow Margaret G. (Murray) Wright submitted a 
Declaration for Widow's Pension under the act of April 19, 1908, amended by act 
of September 8, 1916 and act of May 1, 1920. Information supplied was 
identical to that supplied by Robert in his pension applications. She stated that 
none of her children were under 16 years of age and that she had one girl, Ester 
Wright, aged 30, that was mentally deranged and entirely dependent on her for 
care and support. Her post office address was RFD #2, Liberty, Randolph 
County, North Carolina but that she lives in Guilford County, five miles north of 
Liberty. She was granted a pension, number WO 1,208,947. On March 5, 1927, 
Margaret G. (Murray) Wright died. She was dropped from the Pension Rolles on 
April 11, 1927 and had been paid at the rate of $30.00 per month to March 4, 
1927. 


In 1974, Richard K. Wright and his cousin Jerrie Wright contacted all of living 
descendants of Robert Daniel Wright who supplied the following information 
which is abstracted as follows:

The 1880 Census for Bedford County, Virginia, listed William Wright in the 
Ro. D. Wright household and his age as 18 and born in Tennessee, indicating a date of 
birth in about 1862. 

The marriage record of William B. Wright and Leana L. Tolley was dated on 
January 10, 1883, at Bedford County, Virginia, and listed the following information for 
the parties:

In his letter dated October 2, 2003, Richard K. Wright enclosed a summary of 
William Balis Wright and his family: 


“William Balis Wright was the son and only child of Robert Daniel Wright and his 
wife Elizabeth (Snow) Wright. (Robert', John’, Daniel P.*, Robert Daniel’). 
William Balis Wright was born February 22, 1862, probably in Greene County 
Tennessee. After the death of his mother in 1862, he was taken back to 
Campbell County Virginia where he was raised by his grandparents Daniel P. 
and Elizabeth (Pulliam) Wright. The 1870 census for Campbell County Virginia, 
Eastern District, Lynchburg Post Office, lists William B. Wright, age 8, living with 
his grandmother Elizabeth Wright, age 68. After the death of his grandmother, 
he went to live with his father Robert Daniel Wright and his stepmother Margaret 
Davis (Giles) (Jennings) Wright. William Balis Wright is listed in the 1880 census 
for Bedford County Virginia, Forest Magistrate District with his father and 
stepmother, was age 18 and working as a laborer on farm. 


On January 10, 1883, William Balis Wright married Leanna Lowry Tolley (born 
May 5, 1865, Big Island, Bedford County Virginia) at the home of Leanna’s 
parents, Thomas Milton Tolley and Nancy Ann (Austin) Tolley. On the marriage 
license, William Balis Wright's residence was listed as Rockbridge County 
Virginia and his occupation as railroad man.

No records have been found for the family of William Balis Wright and Leanna 
Lowry (Tolley) Wright until the 1910 census. The 1910 Census for Boteturt

48, born in Tennessee, married 27 years and working as a watchman for the 
C&O Railway. His wife Lelia, age 44, was the mother of 12 children, 11 now 
living. On September 17, 1914, Leanna Lowry (Tolley) Wright died in Botetourt 
County Virginia and was buried at Highbridge Cemetery, Natural Bridge, 
Rockbridge County Virginia. 


Around 1917, William Balis Wright married Ollie Belle Smith. No children were 
born of this marriage. He is listed in the 1920 census for Botetourt County 
Virginia, Buchanan Magisterial District, Indian Rock Road, and working as a 
laborer in a stone quarry. His second wife, Ollie Belle (Smith) Wright died 
August 1, 1931, Indian Rock, Botetourt County Virginia.

Years ago, members of the family visited the old homestead which has now 
been reclaimed by the forest. Lying in the yard outside what remained of the 
house were pages from the family Bible.

and Rebecca (Rector) Boley, was born about 1803, and died in 1884 at Granby, 
Missouri, and that Elijah Allen Wright and Mildred Elizabeth (Boley) Wright had the 
following children:

The residence of Elijah Allen Wright between 1826 and 1830 was apparently 
Campbell county.

The Wrights, it is known, were in North 
Carolina- Caswell county. In that county, and adjoining counties, we find the 
forebears of the Jeffreys family, that settled in Smith county, Tenn., as neighbors 
to the Wrights in 1833. Apparently the North Carolina acquaintance brought 
about this reuniting in Tennessee in later years.

An incident of note during the heat of the Civil War, in the southland: 


A. L. Jeffreys, a Confederate Officer, purchasing agent for the commissary, was 
once almost captured by Union soldiers. It happened in this manner: His wife, 
Salina, was expecting, and sent a slave for him to come home immediately. Mr. 
Jeffreys had friends on both sides who knew his family and the expected crisis. 
However, they warned him that the Union men were seeking his capture at this 
time in order to obtain some bacon and other supplies which he had secured, 
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and had sent two Union soldiers to his home in Smith county, Tennessee, with 
orders to search his premises. The Union men entered the house at night, were 
told he was not there and started to search the house. They went into the 
bedroom and turned back the bedcovers and there lay four children fast asleep. 
One Union soldier said: 


"Isn't that a (blankety-blank) nestful? Let's go." 


In the meantime Mr. Jeffrey's Union friends had given him a Union outfit for a 
disguise to he could safely go to his home. As the Union men were leaving he 
met them on the way. They told him they were looking for Mr. Jeffreys and 
asked him if he knew his whereabouts. He said: "| heard this morning that he 
would be home tomorrow night." 


"Thanks," said the soldiers, "we will lay for him tomorrow night." 


By another sunset he had visited his home and was safely away. In a short time 
his daughter Rebecca was born amid reverbrations of cannon ball on three 
sides.

deed and declared that they had willingly signed sealed and delivered the same

This record identifies Sally L. (Wright) Walker as a daughter of 1811 John Wright of 
Campbell County and Mildred ( ) Wright. 

On February 20, 1829, at Campbell County, Virginia, D.B. 17/12 John Walker 
was described as one of the legatees who sold his 1/5 interest in the 80 acres of John 
Wright deceased to John P. Wright: 


"This Indenture made the 20" day of February 1829 between John P. Wright and 
Nancy his wife of the County of Campbell of the one part and Geo. A. Wright of 
the other part: Witnesseth that the said John P. Wright and Nancy his wife in 
consideration of one hundred and fifty dollars to them in hand paid by the said 
George A. Wright (the receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged) have bargained 
and sold and by these presents do and each of them, doth bargain & sell to the 
said Geo A. Wright, his Heirs & assigns, all right title and interest, which we have 
by virtue of three several conveyances to us made by Daniel P. Wright George A 
Wright and John Walker amounting to three fifth of a certain tract of land 
containing by estimation Eighty acres more or less lying and being in the County 
of Campbell on the Waters of Stone Wall Creek adjoining William Ganaway 
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Daniel Stratton and others, it being the land whereof the late John Wright died 
possessed. To have & to hold the said parcel of land with all and singular the 
appurtenances unto the said Geo. A. Wright his Heirs and assigns forever; and 
the said John P. Wright and Nancy his wife for themselves their Heirs the said 
parcel of land with all and singular the premises & appurtenances before 
mentioned unto the said George A. Wright his heirs and assigns free from the 
claim or claims of them the said John P. Wright and Nancy his wife or either of 
them, their or either of their Heirs, and all & every person or persons whatsoever 
shall will and do warrant and forever defend by these presents: In witness 
whereof the said John P. Wright and Nancy his wife have hereunto set their 
hands & seals the day and year first above written.

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That right would have accrued by reason of his marriage to Sally L. Wright, a daughter 
of John Wright. If their marriage was before the date of the deed and they were at least 
16 years of age at the time of their marriage, their dates of birth would be probably 
before 1814. 

On October 24, 1822, at Campbell County, Virginia, D.B. 13/469 John Walker 
purchased all of David M. Wright's interest in the estate of David's father John Wright: 


"This Indenture made this twenty fourth day of October one thousand Eight 
hundred and twenty two between David M. Wright of Bedford County and state 
of Virginia of the one part and John Walker Jr. of Campbell County and state 
aforesaid of the other part Witnesseth That the aforesaid David M. Wright hath 
bargained and sold for and in consideration of the sum of forty three Dollars and 
thirty three cents to him in hand paid by the said John Walker Jr. the receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged do bargain sell and confirm unto the said 
Walker all the right and interest that is in the said David M. Wright as one of the 
heirs of his deceased fathers John Wrights lands in this County and the said 
David M. Wright for himself his heirs do hereby relinquish unto the said John 
Walker Jr. all his claim a right that is in him to all the lands of the aforesaid 
decedents in confirmation whereof the said David M. Wright have hereunto set 
his hand and seal the day and year first above written.
